(3) A military enlistment seal. A student shall meet the 
requirement for this seal bv doing either of the following: 

(a) Providing evidence that the student has enlisted in a 
branch of the armed services of the United States as defined in 
section 5910.01 of the Revised Code; 

(b) Participating in a junior reserve officer training 
program approved bv the congress of the United States under title 
10 of the United States Code. 

(4) A citizenship seal. A student shall meet the requirement 
for this seal bv doing any of the following: 

(a) Demonstrating at least a proficient level of skill as 
prescribed under division (B)(5)(a) of section 3301.0712 of the 
Revised Code on both the American history and American government 
end-of-course examinations prescribed under division (B)(2) of 
section 3301.0712 of the Revised Code; 

(b) Attaining a score level prescribed under division 
(B)(5)(d) of section 3301.0712 of the Revised Code that is at 
least the equivalent of a proficient level of skill in appropriate 
advanced placement or international baccalaureate examinations in 
lieu of the American history and American government end-of-course 
examinations; 

(c) Attaining a final course grade that is the equivalent of 
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a "B" or higher in appropriate courses taken through the college 
credit plus program established under Chapter 3365. of the Revised 
Code in lieu of the American history and American government 
end-of-course examinations. 

(5) A science seal. A student shall meet the requirement for 
this seal by doing any of the following: 

(a) Demonstrating at least a proficient level of skill as 
prescribed under division (B)(5)(a) of section 3301.0712 of the

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(b) Attaining a final course grade that is the equivalent of 599 
a "B" or higher in an appropriate course taken through the college 600 
credit plus program established under Chapter 3365. of the Revised 601

(c) Completing a course offered through the student's 603 
district or school that meets guidelines developed by the 604 
department of education. However, a district or school shall not 605 
be required to offer a course that meets guidelines developed by 606 
the department.

(8) A community service seal. A student shall meet the 608 
requirement for this seal bv completing a community service 609 
project that is aligned with guidelines adopted by the student's 610 
district board or school governing authority.

A student shall meet the 612 
requirement for this seal bv demonstrating skill in the fine or 613 
performing arts according to an evaluation that is aligned with 614 
guidelines adopted bv the student's district board or school 615 
governing authority. 616 

(10) A student engagement seal. A student shall meet the 617 
requirement for this seal by participating in extracurricular 618 
activities such as athletics, clubs, or student government to a 619 
meaningful extent, as determined bv guidelines adopted bv the 620 
student's district board or school governing authority. 621 

(D) Each district or school shall develop guidelines for at 622 
least one of the state seals prescribed under divisions (C)(8) to 623 
(10) of this section. 624 

(E) Each district or school shall maintain appropriate 625 
records to identify students who have met the requirements 626 
prescribed under division (C) of this section for earning the 627 
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state seals established under that division. 

(F) The department shall prepare and deliver to each district 
or school an appropriate mechanism for assigning a state diploma 
seal established under division (C) of this section.

Establishes new high school graduation requirements for 682 

students attending public and chartered nonpublic schools, 683 

beginning with the Class of 2023 (that is, students entering 9th 684 

grade after July 1, 2019). The new requirements are optional for 685 

students in the Classes of 2018, 2019, 2020, 2021, and 2022. 686 

Stipulates that, in order to qualify for a high school 687 

diploma, a student must do both of the following: (1) attain a 688 

"competency score" on both the Algebra I and English language arts 689 

II end-of-course exams (or use an alternative demonstration of 690 

competency) and (2) attain two state diploma seals. 691 

"Competency score" and alternative demonstrations of 692

Requires the Governor's Executive Workforce Board, in 696 

consultation with the Superintendent of Public Instruction and the 697 

Chancellor of Higher Education, to determine a "competency score" 698 

for the Algebra I and English language arts II end-of-course 699 

exams.
